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ITS CHANCES IN THE OTHER HOUSE 


Senrtor Brown Believes That It Should Be 
Thrown Into Conference Committee, 
For An Agreement. 


Wasutncton, January 22.—[Special.|—The 
senate is at last through with thetariff. Their 
bill was passed tonight by a. strict party vote 
of 32 to ®. This bill, being in the form of an 
amendment to the Milis bill, which passed the 
house last session, now goes back to the house 
for concurrence. It wil! reach the house about 
Thorsday morning and will go to the ways and 
means committee, although an effort will prob- 
ably be made to send it to the appropriations 
committee, but Mr. Randall will oppose this, 
aa he did when the Cowles bill was sent to his 
committee, and it will be defeated. What the 
ways and means committee will do with the 
bill cannot be told. In fact they will not know 
until the bill is discussed in the committee 
room. There are many <iemocrats, however, 
who favor the house disagreeing to it at once, 
and sending it to a conference committee of 
the two houses, where they hope to so compro- 
mise the measure and agree upon at least one 
to repeal the tobacco tax. 

Senator Brown said tonight that he would 
like to see the bil! go intoa conference and a 
fair compromise effected, but he don’t think 
there is any probability of tariff legislation 
being enacted this session. He believes the 
democrats of the house and the republicans of 
the senate are too wide apart in their views on 
the tariff question to reach any 
agreement. He don’t believe the republican 
senate will be liberal enough in their compro 
mise to effectan agreement, asthey are so 
soon to go into absolute power, when they can, 
without difficulty, pass any kind of measure 
they desire. He, however, thinks it would be 
to the future benefit of the democratic party 
could they enact tariff legislation while in 
power. Senator Brown won a great victory in 
his fight for an increase of the duty on rice. 
He succeeded in getting adopted an amend- 
ment which is almosta compromise between 
the present duty and that contained in the

THE BLUNDER IN TEXAS,

Sr. Lovis, January 22.—A dispatth from 
Austin, Texas, referring to the blunder com- 
mitted by the presidential electors in that 
state, in not signing their names on the en- 
velope containing the vote of Texas, required 
by law, and the consequent non-acceptance of 
it yesterday by Acting Vice-President Inyalls, 
says that Governor Ross,on being advised of the 
informality, immediately telegraphed all the 
electors to meet in Austin at once and prepare 
another return in proper form. There is some 
chance of not being. able to do. this 
in time, as some of the electors live 
in remote parts of the great state, but every

f the clectors can reach Austin by Thursday 
evening and Messenger Robertson, who left 
Washington at 3p. m. yesterday, to bring the 
corrected returns, meets with no accident on 
the road, all will be well; but if the messenger 
misses a single connection, or meets even two 
hours’ delay en route, or the electors fail to 
arrive in Austin Thursday evening, the trip

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THE VEETERANS IN GRAY 
Ask the North Carolina Legisiature to Im- 
pose a Pension Tax. 

.ALEIGH, N. C,, January 22.- {Special.J— 
Delegates from nearly all the counties in the 
State, ex-confederate pensioners, met today. It 
was the first convention of this character ever 
held in North Carolina, and the interest in it 
was unusually great. Several hundred vet- 
erans were present, nearly all with an arm or 
log missing, while some were mere physical 
wrecks. All were guests of the city «of Ra e gh. 
This afternoon they paraded and called on Gov- 
ernor kowle, at the executive department, 
where they were given a speciai reception, the 
governor and staff and all 
present. This evening 
again marched to the capitol, escorted 
by the governor’s guard and occupied the 
house.of representatives, where there was an 
audience, Julian I. Carre, of Durham, presided 
at the request of the veterans. Speeches were 
made by President Carre and Thoinas C. Ful- 
ler, who bade the soldiers Welcome in behalf 
of the people of Raleigh. Governor Daniel 
G. Fowle was loudly cheered when he rose to 
speak. Like the other speakers, he urged the 
claims of the disabled soldiers for more lib- 
eral pensions, and also urged the establish- 
mentof asoldiers’s home and its mainten- 
ance by thestate. The governor was elo- 
quent, and his eyes were full of tears. He 
said: 

I hud a hickory cane given me todav, which was 
cut at Gettysburg, upon those heights where the 
conteceracy iost the day—cut at the highest point

rais Jotinmston and Pettigrew halted, for wuere 
North Carolina halted that day, the confederacy 
s.opped and went no farther: 

The governor, in concluding his impassioned 
speech, which moved his hearers freely to 
tears, said that no North Carolina soidier must 
be allowed to suffer. He assured his audience 
thatif ever there was need for the services of 
these veterans in defense of the union, no 
truer defenders of itcould be found. 

Other speeches were made by C. B. Dunson, 
ex-Congressman M. H. Kitchen, C. B. Wat- 
son and General Thomas L. Ciingman. E. D. 
Hall presented resolutions on behalf of the 
pensioners, asking the legislature to fix an 
annual tax of five cents on the hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of property valuation for a special 
pension fund for disabled soldiers and soldiers’ 
widows, and also a pension for a_ soldiers’ 
home. The legislature will certainly increase 
the pensions, Which are now only a little over 
eight dollars per annum.

NEGROES GOING WEST. 


An Exodus from the Northern Counties of 
South Carolina. 

Cuarteston, 8S. C., January 22,—[Special.] 
There is abundant promise of trouble in the 
upper and middle parts of the state at an early 
date, and the railroad agents and colored peo- 
ple promise to get the worst of it. The usual 
annual exedus of colored laborers has com- 
menced and the landowners are getting mad. 
Under the pecniiar lawsof this state a negro 
who contracts with a farmer is, to put it mildly, 
held to a verystrict account. If he breaks his 
coutract he is taken before the criminal, not 
the civil court. Forsome time past emigrant 
agents have been at work in the counties of 
Kershaw, Lancaster, York, Chester aud other 
counties in the upper part of the state, and it 
is said that large numbers of negroes have left 
the state since Christmas. 

‘The most serious feature of the movement is 
that many of the colored people who have left 
were excellent farm hands, and liad in many 
cases made contracts for this year with their 
landlords. The emigrant agents will not ac- 
‘cept any idlers or drones, and only- the best 
farm iaborers are wanted and sought after. 
The landowners are becoming restive, and 
trouble will ensue if the emigrant agents re- 
main in tha state. 

I). C, Allen, general passenger agent of the 
South Carolina railroad, in an interview to- 
day, said the emigrants went principally to 
Louisiana and Arkansas. He had reliable in- 
formation that the negroes are leaving the 
state in large numbers. Soliciting agents and 
emnigrant agents are scattered in vatious parts 
of the state, and they are exerting all their 
efforts toentice the hands. away. The negro 
population of this state is estimated at 600,000, 
and public opinion is divided as to whether an 
emigration of 200,000 would not be a blessing to 
the state.

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HAWES IN COURT. 


TOANSWERTO THE INDICTMENT OF 
MURDER. 


FOR THE SLAYING OF HIS FAMILY 


He Pleads Not Guilty—Appearance of the 
Vrisoner—Trial Set For Next Monday— 
Will Try to Get a Change of Venue. 

BirnuincuHam, Ala., January 22.—[Special.] 
The grand jury today returned three indict- 
ments for murder in the first degree against 
Richard R. Hawes. He is indicted for the 
murder of his wife and child, Irene, on the 
night of December ‘1, 1888, and for the mur- 
der of his little girl Maygon the night of De- 
cember 3d. Afterthe three indictments had 
been handed in to the clerk of the criminal 
court, the solicitor ordered Hawes brought into 
court and arraigned for trial. Court was over 
for the day and as quietly as possible, Hawes 
was brought down from the jail in charge of 
four deputy sheriffs. €ess than a dozen spec- 
tators were present in the court room when he 
entered, accompanied by his attorney and the 
four ofticers, Hawes had shaved, had his hair 
cut and was neatly dressed. 

The court was called to order and Solicitor 
Ifawkins, in a clear yoice, read the indictment 
charging Richard R. Hawes with the wilful 
murder of his daughter, May, by strapgulation 
or drowning. As the reading of the indict- 
ment proceeded 

HAWES TURNED VERY PALE, 3 
his lips twitched nervously*and he glanced 
around the room as though looking fora 
chance to escape. By the time the solicitor 
had finished reading the last indictment, 
Hawes had fully recovered his composure and 
answered in a firm voice, ‘‘not guilty.”’ The 
case was then set for trial next Monday, Janu- 
ary 28th. Hawes’s attorney on thatday will 
move for a change of venue, having already 
prepared aftidavits to the effect that his client 
cannot secure a fair and impartial trial in this 
county. Solicitor Hawkins, has prepared 
counter affidavits and will resist to the utmost 
the motion for a change of venue. Argument 
of the motion will probably consume one or 
two days and ifthe motion is denied it will be 
Thursday or later before the trial begins. 

ELOPEMENT AND MURDER, 
A Runaway Wife Shoots and Kills Her Pur- 
suing Husband. 

CHEYENNE, Wy. T., January 22.—Calvin 
Bloodgood was killed at jthe mining town of 
Sam’s Fork Iriday night by his faithless wite 
Sheriff Hanson, of Uintah county, is on the truil of 
the woman, who has eloped with Jack Cushing, a 
pugilist from Pittsburg, Pa. Bloodgood was fore- 
man of the big coal mines at Sam's Fork and bis 
wife was a dashing blonde, Cushing has been 
hanging around the mining town and was made 
much of by the men. He was big and handsome 
and quite a fighter. 

Cushing and Mrs. Bloodgood eloped on horseback 
Friday night. Bloodgood got a party of miners to- 
gether and chased them to the railroad station. The 
husband besouzht his wife to return to him, and 
she appeared to waver. Some of ‘the party began 
firing at Cushing, who called to the woman to come 
with him. She whipped out her revolver and shot 
her husband twice. As his friends picked him np 
oe orem galloped off. Bloodgood died in ten

HE NIBBLED THE BATT. 


How a Tennesseean Lost His Money In a 
Bond Transaction. 

NASHVIuLE, Tenn.,January 22.—[ Special. ]— 
W. P. Hurn, a sucker, knows more than he 
did, but he does not value his Knowledge at 
what it cost. Hurn came here from Memphis 
with a little money he had saved, and shortly 
after his arrival here received a letter from 
William Hassett, of New York, offering to 
sell hii some railroad bonds at their face 
value, #167, which he was assured would, 
when due in 1895, be worth $800. Hassett 
agreed to send the bonds C. O. D. Hurn said 
the proposition seemed to him a very liberal 
one, and, having this amount of money unem- 
ployed, he wrote to Hassett to send the bonds. 

Yesterday Hurn received a postal card an- 
nouncing that there was a package of bonds, 
upon which was due $167, in the express office 
subject to his call. Hurn was sick, and so 
delegated a friend to pay the charges and get 
the package, When the friend returned and 
Hurn opened the package and found it con- 
tained, instead of bonds, slips of an old news- 
paper, to say he was startled would be draw- 
ing it rather mild. 

Hurn immediately employed Messrs. Brien 
and McKenzie, attorneys, to recover his 
money, and then went before Justice Combs, 
swore out a replevin warrant and attached the 
money in the hands of the Southern Express 
company of this city. The case was set for 
hearing before Justice Herstein for 10 o’clock 
today, but en motion of the Southern Express 
company it was continucd until the Ist day of 
February.

Other iron dealers here state that so far as 
they know, the combination originated by 
Hullin arranging simply to have furnaces 
store their products in warehouses under con- 
trol of a general custodian, whoshall carry the 
Keys and issue receipts for iron stored therein, 
these receipts to be used for pledges to raise 
money upon banks. Thisscheme is pronounced 
impracticable, however, and the general idea 
is that Hullis arranging a trast to fix and 
control the output of southern furnaces.

A Wild Locomoiive, 

WHEELING, W. Va., January 22.—One of the 
most unique accidents ever recorded happened 
at the Cleveland, -Loraine and Wheeling rail- 
road at noon. The yard engine was left on the 
track withsteam up, while the crew went to 
dinner. In some unknown way, it is supposed 
by the tampering of small boys, the throttle 
was opened justas a passenger train passed and 
the switch was thrown open. ‘The engine 
quickly acquired momentum until it was dash- 
ing at a speed of sixty miles an hour over the 
crooked tracks, for the most part built on high, 
trestles. Over the river it whizzed past the 
astonished peoplealong the line clear to Bel- 
laire, five miles from the starting point, where 
itcrashed into a long train of freight cars 
heavily laden with coke. The engine was de- 
molished, and itrained coke for rods in all di- 
rections, the train being broken into atoms. 
Nobody was hurt, but the money loss was 
heavy.

Willing to Let a Few of the 
Negroes Get Away—Harrison’s 
Policy Outlined, 


WASHINGTON, January 22.—[Special.}]—Col. 
Locke is here. Hearrived from Indianapolis 
yesterday and will remain some days before 
returning to Georgia. 

In speaking of the probable policy of Gen- 
eral Harrison, as it may affect the ‘south, he 
said: 

‘*The president-elect, I believe, will first 
give sauthern republicans of intelligence and 
character office, and then divide: the remain- 
ing number between protection democrats who 
are disposed to abandon the free trade 
democracy inthe hopes of getting them to 
draw out of the free trade democratic party, 
and forma party of southern protectionists. 
We republicans of the south will then vote for 
the nominees of these protectionists in city, 
county, state and congressional elections, with 
the hopes of having them in 1892 support the 
republican protection candidates on the 
national ticket, and eventually combining the 
two parties into one.

GERMAN GOSSIP. 


Still Harping on the Geffcken Case—The 
Anti-Semijtic Banquet. 

BERLIN, January 23.—The dark allusion of 
the Cologne Gazette tocertain documents in 
the Geffcken case, which the paper said, were 
not published because political and dynastic 
interests might suffer, refers to letters written 
by Morier while at Darmstadt, in which 
Princess Alice and several English royalties 
are involved. 

According to statements current in official 
circles, if Bismarck is forced by political exi- 
gencies to publish these letters, they will 
prove that rederick and his wife were indis- 
creet and divulged the plansof Prussia, and 
that even before the opening of the campaign 
of 1870, Darmstadt was the focus of intrigues 
against the unification of Germany. The 
documents that are withheld may afford ample 
justification of Bismarck’s accusations against 
Frederick in his report to the present emperor, 
but the strength of public feeling against 
further scandal has become so extreme that 
the semi-official press has received hints to 
cease discussing the subject. 

The republication by the North German 
Gazette of the statements which appeared in 
the Cologne Gazette relative to Count Solms- 
Sonnenwalde, is the first notice taken of the 
Morier incident by an oflicial paper. It is 
coupled with astatement that is calculated. to 
modify the Cologne Gazette’s statements re- 
garding Geffcken. 

The North German Gazette says’ that 
Geffecken’s examination before the Hamburg 
amesgericht showed that he is simply suffer- 
ing from nervous excitement, which is easily 
remediable with rest and hygiene, and that 
his mental powers are unimpaired.

French Gossip. 

Paris, January 22.—The Boulangists are 
showing great energy all along the line. Bou- 
langer wll not have himself to blame if he 
does not head the poll next Sunday. During 
this week he will keep his house open to all 
comers, the reception lasting from 7 a. m. to 7 
p.m. Yesterday and the day before the gen- 
éral was-called upon by a constant stream of 
uniformed ofticers of the territorial army, who 
had come to Paris to attend the military ball, 
The scene resembled an army demonstration 
in favur of the general.

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The Library Building Complete and the 
People Ready to Enjoy a Good Lady's 
Munificence. 

Wasnineton, Ga., January 22.—[Special.}— 
The Mary Willis library building is now com- 
pleted and paid for, and since it is probably 
the greatest gift which has, during 1888, been 
made to any community in Georgia, it deserves 
some notice. It has cost $12,000, and an en- 
dowment fand of $10,000 bringing eight per 
cent, is an accompanying gift. | 

The building is of the very best pressed brick 
and Stone Mountain granite. The style is do- 
mestic early English. It has a stone base four 
feet high with trimming to doors and windows 
of stone, The building is U0 feet long and 45 wide, 
with an angular tower 11xllrunning up square 
24 feet and thence circular to the top, 36 feet. 
The tower, which contains the entrances, 1s 
finished with a gilt weather vane. 

In the basement there is a cellar 7 feet high, 
running under the entire building well 
lighted, furnished with coal chutes and ash 
pits. On the ground floor, is the library 
proper, 40x32x18 feet. It has two large fire- 
places, with pressed brick fronts. It is 
lighted by five large windows filled in with 
delicately colored glass, besides a handsome 
triple window of stained glass desiffned as a 
memorial window. The middle sectisn shows 
a beautiful woman—a fancy piece—training a 
vine. The side sections contain medallions 
of Shakespeare and Homer. There are two 
other rooms, “24x18x18, intended for reading 
rooms and lighted also by tinted windows. All 
the rooms are trimmed with Georgia pine, and 
the doors are white pine, except the front 
door, which is of oak. AJ! are finished in hard 
oil and highly polished. The ceiling of the 
library room is paneled. There is a large attic 
in the roof, floored and fitted for a store room. 
The roof is covered with the Cartright tin 

Tie building is put up in the most 
substantial manner. All the walls fur- 
red inside and. plastered on lakhs so 
as to make the rooms perfectly dry and warm. 
The floors are laid on extra large joists, 
stripped and filled in between with rough 
boards, on which is a layer of plaster one and 
a half inchesthick. Thereis a grooved and 
tonged rough floor.on topof whichis the regular 
1+ flooring, making four thicknesses in. all. 
The ceilings are-formed in the same way, only 
mineral wool is used instead of plaster, thus 
making the ceiling in great measure fireproof. 

The building, which gives entire satisfac- 
tion, both as to taste and solidity, was designed 
and superintended by Mr, Edmund. G, 
Lind, architect, of Baltimore, Md., 
who designed the state library 
at Annapolis, Maryland, the Peabody Institute 
library, of Baltimore, Md., and the library of 
Iiampden Sidney college, Virginia. George 
Lemoyne was builder. The library will be a 
lending library, but with fee of only $1 for six 
months. which will ‘give awide usefulness. 
The citizens propose to raise by subscription 
85,000 for standard books, and $500 annually. 
it will be open for afew hours daily, and at 
night. It seems probable that Miss Carrie 
Dyson will be librarian. 

Mr. Lind bas designed a number of private 
residences—that of Mr. Theodoriec Green in 
the beautiful grove formerly belonging to 
Judge Andrews, whose daugliter Mr. Green 
mariied; also the residence of Mrs. Simpson 
and others. 

Mr. Burwell Green bas a beautiful new house 
in Queen Anne style, which, in interior finish 
with hard wood, would rival Atlanta houses. 

Washington contains probably two of the 
best old brick residences in Georgia—built in 
1808—that of Me. Charles Alexan- 
der and that Dr. Heard 
built for the Bank of Georgia. The latter is 
the historical house in which Mr. Jetterson 
Davis lield his lastecabinet meeting. Dr. Rob- 
ertson then occupied it. 

Except the Savannah and Atlanta libraries, 
this is much the best in Georgia, and those 
are probably superior in size only. In finish 
and solidity this is probably the best. 

it is perhaps well torepeat that the Mary 
Willis library was presented to the town of 
Washington by Dr. Franci® Willis, of Rich- 
mond, Va.,in memory of his only daughter, 
Mrs. Pembroke Jones. Dr. Willis and his 
daughter were both natives of the. town of 
Washington. She was one of the most highly 
cultured Women who ever lived in Georgia, 
so the memorial is particularly appropriate.

A Determined Fight. 

Macoyx, Ga. January 22.—[{Special.}— 
Mayor Price renominated W. A. Wylie to- 
night, the fourth time in successive meet- 
ings of the council, for re-election as first 
lieutenant of the police. He was rejected by 
@ unanimous vote of the council. Mayor 
Price said he had no other name to nominate 
for the position tonight, whereupon Alderman 
Proudfit offered a resolution declaring the 
ofiice vacant and stopping Wylie’s pay im- 
mediately, with instructions to the city 
fathers not to pay Wylie further.

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MONEY FOR THE STREAMS. 


A Heated Discussion Over the River and 
Harbor Bill. 

W ASHINGTON, January 22.— When the clerk 
finished the reading of the journal, Mr. Crisp, 
of Georgia, called up as privileged matter the 
contested election case of Smalls vs. Elliot. 

Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, raised a ques- 
tion of consideration. He thought that the 
river and harbor and sundry civil appropria- 
tion bills should have precedence of considera- 
tion. The election case would not suffer from 
a few days’ delay.

GERMAN-AMERICANS. 


THEIR PROBABLE ATTITUDE. IN 
CASE OF SAMVOAN COMPLICATIONS. 


ESSENTIALLY A HOME-LOVING PEOPLE 


Germans Are Generally Home-Lovers and Adapt 
‘Themselves Very Readily to the Changed Rela- 
tions When They Emigrate. They Love Their 
Babies, Their Blossoms, Their Music, and Their 
Lager Beer. Their Sympathies Are With the 
Land of Their Adoption Rather Than the 
Patherland, But "‘A Man Must Respect His 
Mother if He Loves His Wife.” 


What will be the attitude of the German- 
Americans in case of war between the United 
States and Germany over this Samoan inci- 
dent ? 

It isa question which has been frequently 
asked during the past few days. 

Of all nationalities the Germans are, per- 
haps, the greatest home lovers. 

Not inaclannish sense, like the French or 
the Italians, who are forever dreaming of the 
time when they may. accumulate suflicient 
wealth to return and spend the remnant of 
their days in the land of their birth, but in the 
broader and more contented way of identify- 
ing themselves with the country in which they 
inay settle down to live. 

But wére the quesiion America or the 


Fatherland, how would the German-Ameri- 


cans, who form so large a percentage of this 
country’s population, go? Would they support 
the country of their adoption freely and heart- 
ily ? 

The question was put to two of Atlanta's 
inost prominent citizens of German extraction 
yesterday. 


Mr. Carl Weinmelster Talks. 

‘‘The Germans,”’ said Mr. Carl Weinmeister, 
‘fare unlike most races. While they reverence 
the memory of the fatherland, they are ex- 
ceedingly steadfast in their devotion to the 
land of their adoption. The German, by ne- 
a very democratic individual. He 
loves his babies, his flowers, his music and 
his lager beer. 

“Observe the Germans who come to this 
country to live. The first idea is to have a 
home, then to own that home himself. You 
find very few Germans boarding. If-hetbe a 
married man, he must have a house of his own, 
and it is not long before he becomes his own 


land lord.’’ 
‘They are great lovers of republican govern- 


ment are they not?” 
“Ves, they love free institutions. The Ger- 
man enpire is nearer like the United States 


than any monarchical government in the 


world. 

“The reichstag is composed of representa- 
tives from the various states. Each of these 
states has its upper and lower house like our 
legislatures. ‘The chief difference is that the 
executive authority is vested in a hereditary 
ruler there, whereasour chief executive is 
elective.” 

“Then you have a good many so-called free 
cities?” 

‘Yes, these Hansa towns, as they were 
called, were the outcome of the ‘Thirty Years’ 
war. At the beginning of that war there were 
38,000,000 inhabitants in Germany, and at the 
end of the long conflict there were only 10;000,- 
000, according to Timmerman. You see, 20,000,- 
000 Germans had been killed or driven from 
their country by the harrassing wars. These 
eities established themselves independently, 
had their own armies and their own ocean 
fleets, and sqme of them, even today, preserve 
in part their ancient peculiar privileges. They 
bave ever been lovers of freedom, and at the 
saine time, ddvoted to their home institutions. 

“When they emigrate, they become natural- 
ized at once, and easily. conform to all the 
changes in the renewed relations. Their chief 
desire is to build homes for.themselves and 
becoine thorough citizens in every sense of 
the word, and thereare no truer patriots in the 
union today than the German portion of. the 
population, The Frenchman, the Italian and, 
toa certain extent, the Englishman, never 
become really Americanized. They cling 
tenaciously to the traditions of their respective 
countries and most of them cherish the idea 
that some day they will accumulate enough 
money to return to france, to Italy or to En- 
gland. ‘The Chinese and other orientals, are 
the same way. 

“But the German is more adaptable. Once 
lhe casts his lot among the Americans he be- 
eomes as true an American, in theory and 
practice, as if it were the landof his birth 
rather than adoption.” 

“So you think tlhe sympathies o 
mans would be with us, rather than 
in the event of a confiict?”’ 

“As to the prospect of a conflict, I don’t 
think we need entertain for a moment any 
such idea, for that lhttle Samoan matter 
doesn’t amount to anything. I prefer not to 
express an opinion on the matter just now, for 
[have not read the German papers on the 
question, and until 1 do, I shall not acquire 
such a knowledge of. the situ&tion as will war- 
rant my discussing it. You remember Carl 
Schurz’s famous remark in the United States 
senate. A senator of German extraction was 
addressing the senate,and rasping another 
senator pretty severely, The latter aquirmed 
about in his seat and muttered, ‘D—-d Dutch- 
man.’ 

‘Schurz was sitting near and heard the re- 
mark. When the first speaker sat down 
Schurz arose and began, aspeech that elec- 
trified the audience, tis opening remark was: 

’* ‘Howcan youexpecta man to love his 
wife who does not respect hig mother ?’ 

“That is precisely the idea that prevails 
among all intelligent Germans, wherever they 
may be found.” 

A Talkwith Dr. Schumann’ 

Dr. Theodore Schumann, one of the best in- 
formed men on science, letters and general 
topics in Atlanta, was approached on the sub- 
ject. 

‘‘In the first place,’ said he, ‘‘the Bamoan 
trouble willendin smoke. It does not amount 
to anything. 

‘‘Another thing, the United States is not 
taken into consideration among the other na- 
tions. It israther separate and distinct. It 
has the Monroe doctrine as its motto, which 
is equivalent to saying to the nations of Enu- 
rope, ‘Do you settle your own affairs over 
there, and leave this hemisphere alone.’ 

“Agsto the attitude of the Germans in 
America, in case there was to be a conflict 
between the United States and Germany, the 
Germans here owe an allegiance to this goy- 
ernment, of which thoy claimia part, that is 
stronger than their attachment to the father- 
land. When we left Germany and came 
to America, we became American citizens. In 
the late war the Germans were, for the most 
part, on the union side. That was because 
they were staunch believers in the government 
by the union of states. We had been harrassed 
by long wars in Germany. The Thirty Years 
war left us at the mercy of tyrannical rulers, 
and the people had to rebuild their homes and 
repair their broken fortunes. When, in laier

‘The Teutons are great people for home, Far 
more so than the French. Some of us left 
Germany for political reasons. Many left be- 
cause of the army. And yet, that military 
feature is a great thing for Germany. There is 
nothing like discipline, and that compulsory 
service in the army is the finest of all disci- 
plinary institutions. Our rulers never oppressed 
us as have the rulers of other nations. We 
never suffered such tyrany as the French, or as 
the English under Henry VIII. and the 
Stuarts. Wenever suffered ourselves tyran- 
nized‘ after we recovered from the long relig- 
ious wars, as the people of other nations have. 
Even that military service is not so hard, after 
all, and when a man serves his time out he has 
ee taught wmany Jessons in order and disci- 

ine. 

‘They are naturally a people who love free 
institutions, are they not ’’’ 

“Oh, yes, freedom and order. That last is

“Now, in the German governurent, when a 
man passes a counterfeit dollar on me I go to 


the nearest official and report the matter, 
leaving @ description of the man who passed 
itonme. The agent of the government takes 
that dollarand gives me a good one in the 
place of it, for it holds out the idea 
that the government can afford to 
lose the dollar, but the individual can- 
not. Do you ever hear of such 
a thing here? Then, there are no counterfeit 
detectives there in the service of the govern- 
ment as there are here. The reason is that 
they know that the counterfeiter cannot pass 
many bills before he is arrested by the authori- 
ties, Who begin to watch for him so soon as his 
description is left at the office.”’ 

“The German government is in many ways 
like this, is it not ?”’ 

“Only in this respect. The states have their 
separate iegislatures, and there is the national 
parliament, the reichstag, made up of repre- 
sentatives of the state. The executive power 
is theemperor. Heis commander in chief of 
the armies. Formerly each separate state had 
its own ambassadors, but that is done away 
with. It is the German ambassador now. 
Then the armies of the different principalities 
were under separate commanders, but now 
they are all under the command of the king 
Prussia, who is the . emperor of 
Germany. Only the Bavarian troops enjoy:a 
few more privileges than others, according to 
an agreement entered into at the time 
of the consolidation of Germany into 
the empire. The  oftice descends from 
father to gon, and in case the 
throne were to become vacant an emperor 
would be elected by the princes, who are them- 
selves hereditary rulers oftheir principalities.” 

“So the government ef Germany is not so op- 
pressive after all ?’’ 

‘No, far from it. Ofcourse, if Ishoula go to 
visit my brother there, he would be required 
to furnish the police with the fact that ‘Theo- 
doye Schumann, Atlanta, Ga., U.S. A.,’ 3 
his guest on that particular oceasion. This 
fgct would be registered in a book kept for the 
purpose, as the information might be found 
useful in many ways. Bnt that is not oppres- 
sive. It is simply a principle of order. 

“‘As for the Samoan question it will nct 
amount to anything, and if it were to bring 
about a conflict, the German citizens here are 
no longer Germans.
